Italy to 
Collect 
In Spain 

Advanced $500,000,000 
in War Supplies to 
Franco’s Forces 


ROME, May 23 — (AP) — Italy 
is preparing to collect war debts 
from Nationalist Spain by accept¬ 
ing Spanish materials valuable in 
munitions making, a reliable in¬ 
formant said today. 

The total owed by General Fran¬ 
cisco Franco for aid to the Spanish 
Nationalist cause is said to be ap¬ 
proximately 10,000,000,000 lire, (about 
‘"" i T:o<X>,000). This does not re¬ 
prerent cash advances but airplanes, 
guns, munitions and other supplies. 

Italy is Said especially to want 
iron ore in. re tarn 1 . Italian plans 
are to exploit the ore reserves with 
Italian technicians, and possibly 
laborers, and to transport the ore in 
Italian ships. 

An Italian-Spanish combine al¬ 
ready has been set up to take care 
of Spain's mercury output. Since 
Italy and Spain are the main mer¬ 
cury-producing countries, the firm 
will control a great part of the 
world’s mercury.

Is Deferred By Council 


Will Re Held, If at All, 
on Regular December 
Election Day 


The City Council, after discus¬ 
sion last evening, gave the ques¬ 
tion of Daylight Saving a further 
hoist which should insure it re¬ 
maining dormant, officially at any 
rate, until next December 4 at the 
earliest.

a vote on the date of the next 
municipal election.

CITY COUNCIL 
HELD SESSION 

Daylight Saving and the 
Royal Visit were Items 
to Fore 


The City Council at its session last 
night shelved the Daylight Saving 
question until December, at the 
earliest and heard from the Mayor 
reiterated opinion that a procession 
on the occasion of the visit of Their 
Majesties the King and Queen to 
Brantford on June 7 was “out.”

Halifax Will Champion 
Closer Form of Mutual Aid 


GENEVA. May 23.—(AP) — For¬ 
eign Secretary Viscount Halifax was 
reliably reported today to have de¬ 
cided to champion in tomorrow's 
Cabinet meeting in London a closer 
form of mutual aid pact among 
Great Britain, France and Russia 
than Britain hitherto has found ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Lord Halifax’s decision was said by 
informed observers to have been 
■eached after last-minute round- 
robin talks among delegates of the 
three great powers here for the 
League Council session. 

These informants said he had 
been influenced by Russia’s refusal 
to consider any essential deviation 
from its insistence on comprehensive 
mutual assistance guarantees. 

FRENCH INFLUENCE. 

The influence of the French 
general staff, and especially of its 
chief, General Maurice Gustave 
Gamelin, probably Generalissimo 
of French and British land forces 
in any major war, was said to have 
been thrown in favor of early con¬ 
clusion of a pact. 

Lord Halifax's talks in General 
with the Russian delegate, Ivan 
Maisky, Foreign Minister Georges 
Bonnet of France and the Polish, 
Turkish and Rumanian delegates 
were understood to have convinced 
him that the projected three-power 
combination should be concluded as 
quickly as possible. 

(Prime Minister Chamberlain in 
the House of Commons has insisted 


that Britain always had advocated 
"reciprocity” in the mutual aid ne¬ 
gotiations, but that “misunder¬ 
standing' had kept “a sort of veil of 
wall” between Russia and Britain). 

Informed persons said conversa¬ 
tions which Lord Halifax began in 
Paris Saturday had prompted a de¬ 
cision to present the plan for a com¬ 
prehensive three-power combination 
to the Cabinet as the only possible 
way to obtain Russian support for 
the Anglo-French anti - aggression 
front. 

League of Nations officials an¬ 
nounced after a meeting of the com¬ 
mittee charged with supervising af¬ 
fairs of Danzig it had been decided 


to send the League High Commis¬ 
sioner, Professor Charles Burkharat 
De Reynold, back to the Free City. 

Officials said the High Commis¬ 
sioner would be instructed to make 
a report on the Danzig situation. 
The committee includes France, 
Great Britain and Sweden. 

De Reynold, a Swiss, has been 
absent from his post at Danzig and 
in Geneva since March 19. He has 
the power, on paper, to call for Pol¬ 
ish troops to aid in keeping order 
in Danzig when he considers it 
necessary.

May 23.— (CP)—The Royal train headed into the West 
early today on the second major stage of the Royal adven¬ 
ture in Canada. 

As the King and Queen slept all night aboard a moving 
train for the first time in this country, the 12-car palace 
slipped through Northern Ontario and turned westward for 
Port Arthur, Fort William, Regina, Calgary, Vancouver and 
all the other places they are to visit on the far side of the 
Great Lakes divide. 

Their Majesties awakened to find themselves moving 
through the heavily-wooded, big-rock country that gave 
Paul Bunyan, legendary figure of the woods and logging 
camps, to the world of fiction. 

This morning the train passed through Chapleau, 
source of many a yarn 'of Bunyan, the giant lumberjack 
who—the stories say — planted all the trees in the North 
Country. At the camp-night entertainments they tell of 
Paul and his big blue ox, Babe, which measured 42 axe 
handles and a plug of chewing tobacco between the horns. 

Bunyan, it is said, was drawn from life—from the life 
of a Paul Bunyan, bearded and bellicose, who raged among 
the Queen’s troops in the Northwest Rebellion. From that 
picturesque figure, the smoke of tobacco pipes and the 
fancies of men far from home have built Paul into the frame 
of an inventor, an orator and an industrialist whose feats 
surpassed those of Hercules. fu'

in Canada each year from prevent¬ 
able diseases “because we have not 
made these life-saving and life-giv¬ 
ing medical services efficient and 
practically available to our popula¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Canada, for example, had a ma¬ 
ternal death rate which placed this 
country 22nd in the list of leading 
nations. Each year there were in 
Canada 2,000 deaths from cancer, 
10,000 infant deaths, 3,000 deaths 
from tuberculosis; all known to be 
preventable whefe adequate faci¬ 
lities wbre available. 

“In the past, we have boasted of 
our standard of living in Canada 
but we Should be appalled by the 
lack of care we are taking of the 
health of our people and the awful 
wastage which is resulting,” he said. 

He advocated setting up health 
units across the country similar to 
those now operating with marked 
success on the prairies which would 
only cost $1 a person, or $11,000,000, 
according to an estimate by the 
Canadian Medical Association. That 
recommendation came after Mr. 
Massey compared the $1,000,000 pro¬ 
posed with the millions being spent 
on other things. At the same time 
he urged that the standard of re¬ 
lief should be such as to maintain a 
strong, healthy manhood and wo¬ 
manhood.

DANZIG, May 23—(AP)—The 
party newspaper Danziger Vorpost- 
en published today a speech by Nazi 
leader Helmuth Andres declaring 
the slaying of a Nazi by a Pole at 
Kalthof last Sunday must and would 
be atoned and that the choice of 
methods lay with Chancellor Hitler. 
Andres spoke to a mass protest meet¬ 
ing of 3,000 in the Village of Tigen- 
hof last night. 

Andres urged Danzig citizens not 
to take matters into their 
hands. 

“Danzigers can and will wait until 
the Fuehrer thinks the time has ar¬ 
rived for they know positively that 
the"moment some day will come,” 
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ber, midway between Sudbury and 
Port Arthur, lay ahead today.

There, at 1.3C 
a.m., 8,000 persons stood in silence 
while the train rolled through, al¬ 
lowing the King and Queen to get 
much-needed sleep. No stop was 
scheduled for Sudbury, but district 
residents lined the tracks hou.; be¬ 
fore the train was due anyway. 

THE WEST BEGINS.

SCHREIBER, Ont., May 23— (C 
P)—There’s quite a possibility the 
Canadian Government figures that 
the east ends and the west begins 
at Schreiber, a peaceful railroading 
community 160 miles from Port 
Arthur on Lake Superior’s north 
shore. 

Hon. C. D. Howe, Federal Minis¬ 
ter of Transport, stopped briefly 
here last night to inspect arrange¬ 
ments for Schreiber’s welcome to 
the King and Queen today. He 
stepped to a station platform teem¬ 
ing r with village and bush dwellers, 
who have come miles for the ten- 
minute reception to Their Majesties. 

Detail by detail he went' over the 
plans with the local Arrangements 
Committee. He came to the rule on 
gloves and instructed that everyone 
meeting the King and Queen should 
wear gloves. 

NO GLOVES! 

“But the arrangements from Ot¬ 
tawa said only the women arc tc 
wear gloves,” Reeve E. J. Sheehan 
protested. 

“I guess I’m wrong — this must 
be where the West begins,” replied 
Mr. Howe, adding that the rule de¬ 
manding gloves apparently applied 
in the east but not in the west. 

Indians who have paddled long 
miles from their northern homes will 
be among the 2,000 greeting the 
King and his consort. Prospectors 
and trappers, clean-shaven after a 
winter of beard-growing, will join 
the railwaymen and their wives who 
make up most of the Town's normal 
population. 

High hills of Keewatin green¬ 
stone outcrop, covered with ever¬ 
greens, will greet Their Majesties 
when they step from the train. The 
Town itself will present modernity 
and trimness. 

Thirty years ago high-booted, 
mackinawed bushmen and half- 
breeds would have been in th< 
throng at Schreiber Station for ar 
occasion of this s ?t.. There might 
even have been a couple of war- 
whoops to greet the visitors. 

But there will be none of that. 
Schreiber’s days as a hard-drinking, 
hard-living construction camp 
over. Now there isn’t a tavern < 
liquor store in Town. 

WINNIPEG PREPARES.

WINNIPEG, May 23—(CP)—Vis¬ 
iting thousands today moved upon 
Winnipeg by train, motor and air in 
readiness for the arrival of King 
George and Queen Elizabeth 
Victoria Day. 

Rural Manitoba will send 100,000 
to the provincial capital and 50,000 
more are expected from the United 
States, headed by Governor Harold 
E. Stassen of Minnesota who, with 
his wife, will be presented to Their 
Majesties. 

Arriving Wednesday at 10.30 a.m. 
C.S.T., Their Majesties will face a 
crowded eight-hour program be¬ 
ginning with a civic reception at the 
City Hall. 

As the City rushes its final Royal 
dress, there was an air of mystery 
about what John Queen, Winnipeg’s 
Labor Mayor, will wear. Some time 
ago he left it be known he would 
not “dress up" or wear “a top hat.” 

The gesture of Mayor Ralph Day 
of Toronto in sending a silk topper 
last week hasn’t yet moved Mayor 
Queen. Even his family is in .the 
dark. Mrs. R. A. Wise, who will 
accompany her father to greet the 
King and Queen, gave the latest of¬ 
ficial word from the Mayor himself, 
‘You’ll just have to wait and see.” 

A link with the Royal family at 
the turn of the century will be re¬ 
called when Lieutenant-Governor 
W. J. Tupper, 77-year-old western 
pioneer, greets Their Majesties at 
the station. 

Thirty-eight years ago when the 
King’s parents were in Winnipeg, 
the Lieutenant-Governor and his 
wife were guests at the royal lunch¬ 
eon in Government House. Many of 
those guests are alive today, includ¬ 
ing J. W. Dafoe. Editor-in-Chief of 
The Winnipeg Free Press, and B. E. 


Chaffey, Secretary of the Manitoba 
Law Society. King George’s parents, 
who became King George V and 
Queen Mary, at that time visited the 
Dominion as the Duke and Duchess 
r' York and Cornwall. 

After the City Hall reception King 
George and Queen Elizabeth will 
drive to the Legislature Building 
where Premier John Bracken will 
extend the Province’s welcome. At 
1 p.m. the King will broadcast a 
Victoria Day message to the Empire. 
Luncheon at Government House will 
follow. 

In the afternoon the Royal couple 
will motor over a 26-mile route 
through city streets to be greeted by 
thousands. School children will be 
massed in the parks. 

RESTORED COLOR. 

SCHREIBER, Ont., May 23—(CP) 
—Schreiber’s residents, not the least 
dismayed by an overnight storm that 
tore down decorations, pitched hi 
early today to restore the town’s 
gala appearance for the visit of the 
King and Queen here this after¬ 
noon. 

They had a little extra time to 
make new banners and flags, the 
Royal train, originally scheduled to 
arrive at 2.25 E.D.T., was running 
about 15 minutes late. 

A 45-mile-an-hour wind swept 
through this north-western Ontario 
Community, two miles north of Lake 
Superior, and ripped flags and bunt¬ 
ings, tearing down a huge arch of 
evergreens surrounding a message 
of welcome. 

But the damages of the storm 
seemed only a slight hindrance to 
the railway town’s excited 1,085 resi¬ 
dents, who have primped for the 
Royal visit a long time and weren’t 
going to let a little thing like a 
heavy wind disturb them. 

Bright sunshine had replaced the 
fog and rain that hung over Schrei¬ 
ber all day yesterday. A crisp wind 
off Lake Superior brought cooler 
weather and early today the tem¬ 
perature stood at 40 above. 

Special precautions were taken on 
the railway as the Royal train 
headed west. Section hands patrolled 
the track both sides of Schreiber. 

Schreitaer’s women and children 
and the railway hands who dressed 
up as never before were fully pre¬ 
pared to make the most Of the ten 
minutes the train was scheduled to 
stop. When the storm’s damages had 
been repaired, the town started a 
trek to the gaily-decorated station. 

THE COLD SPOT.

ABOARD ROYAL PILOT TRAIN, 
Enroute West, May 23 — (CP)—The 
temperature was at freezing point 
today when the Royal train, carry¬ 
ing the King and Queen into the 
West, passed Ontario’s famous cold 
spot, White River. 

There was a nip in the air and 
remnants of snow on the ground 
when the 12-car special rolled 
through the rugged country where 
temperatures drop occasionally to 50 
below zero in winter. The sky was 
heavily overcast but there was 
rain. 

White River was gaily decorated 
with flags and bunting and a large 
crowd cheered in the station. Hon. 
C. D. Howe, Federal Minister of 
Transport, got aboard the Royal 
train there to accompany the Royal 
party to Port Arthur. 

This is a country of magnificent 
distances. For miles the King and 
Queen saw no homes at all, no sign 
of habitation. 

Then they saw, beside the tracks, 
a man and woman, waiting alone 
just to see the Royal train pass and 
to wave at Their Majesties. 

This couple had evidently walked 
some distance from their home, for 
houses showed on tjjbe skyline 
and the district was without a road. 

GIVEN A CANOE. 

WHITE RIVER, Ont., May 23.— 
(CP)—A little birch-bark canoe, 
gaily colored and filled with trailing 
arbutus, a tiny white flower gathered 
from the surrounding bush country, 
was presented to the Queen today 
during a 40-minute stop of the Royal 
train here. 

‘I’ll take this canoe home to my 
children,” said Her Majesty, thank¬ 
ing eight-year-old Joyce Adams for 
the gift. 

Score of Indians lent a primitive 
touch to the reception for the King 
and Queen. They joined prospectors, 
fishermen and trappers who helped 
the 500 White River citizens wel¬ 
come the King and Queen to On¬ 
tario’s northwest. 

Indians were here from nearby 
Mobert. Scores of white residents 
to the railway settlement from 
Chapleau, Nicholson, Dalton, Franz, 
Amyot, Heron Bay and Coldwell. 

White River has the reputation of 
being Canada’s coldest point, tem¬ 
peratures falling 40 degrees below 
zero and more in mid-winter. To¬ 
day the temperature was at freez¬ 
ing. 

The Royal train, greeted with a 
great cheer from the crowd at the 
station, was 25 minutes behind 
schedule. It arrived here at 10.50 
ajn., E.D.T., and left for the west 
at 1130. 


Japanese in 
Axis Move 


Cable Congratulations to 
Italy and Germany on 
New Alliance 


TOKYO, March 23. — (CPI- 
Premier Kiichiro Hiranuma and 
War Minister Seishiro Itagaki cabled 
congratulations today to Chancellor 
Hitler and Premier Mussolini upon 
signing of the German-Italian mili¬ 
tary alliance. 

It was noted as significant that 
Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai, Naval 
Minister, did not send the message. 

Japan has decided to broaden the 
“basis for co-operation” with Italy 
and Germany, anti-Comintern al¬ 
lies, but is believed to have avoided 
military commitments. Japanese 
have expressed the view in recent 
weeks that such an alliance would 
be valuable to Germany and Italy 
against Great Britain in the event 
of war, but the Japanese themselves 
would profit little. 

Generally, official Japan was ex¬ 
tremely cautious in its reactions to 
the signature of the Italo-German 
alliance.

From the 
Revell house telephone calls were 
made to neighboring doctors, but 
none could be found at home.

These quarters said Colonel Joseph 
Beck, Polish Foreign Minister, had 
given the Polish view of the pro¬ 
posals to Sir Howard Kennard, Brit¬ 
ish Ambassador in Warsaw, and that 
Sir Howard had reported them di¬ 
rectly to Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax at Geneva. 

Polish assent to British alliance 
with Russia would remove one of the 
obstacles in the way of such a pact. 
It was believed in informed circles 
that Rumania would take a position 
similar to that of Poland, but it was 
not known whether the Rumanian 
view had been communicated to Lord 
Halifax. 

CLIPPER AT SOUTHAMPTON. 

SOUTHAMPTON, England, May 
23.—(AP)—The flying boat Yankee 
Clipper, inaugurating transatlantic 
air service, landed at Southampton 
at 12.45 a.m. (7.45 a.m. E.D.T.) today 
from Marseille, where she had taken 
off at 7.50 a.m. ,2.50 a.m ED.T.). The 
clipper left New York Saturday.

NORTH STONINGHAM, Cann., 
May 23—(AP)—A cat saved $150 
for Harold McLaughlin, mink 
farmer. A mother mink abandonel 
three young and they were about 
to die when the cat, misnamed “El¬ 
mer,” showed an interest in the 
waifs.

AUTO PLANTS 
MADE IDLE 

Strike in Body Plants 
Hits at Entire Motor Car 
Industry 

DETROIT, May 23.—(AP)—Ap¬ 
proximately 65,000 auto workers 
were thrown into idleness today as 
a strike in seven plants of the 
Briggs Manufacturing Company 
caused widespread layoffs in the 
highly integrated motor industry. 

Chrysler Corporation announced 
it would shut down ten plants in 
Detroit, Newcastle, Ind., and Ko¬ 
komo, Ind., and would be unable to 
operate any of its units here except 
Dodge trucks. 

The spread of idleness resulted 
from the cutting off of automobile 
bodies which the Briggs Company 
supplies to a large part of the motor 
car industry. 

Only 15,000 men were directly af¬ 
fected by the Briggs strike, which 
was called Monday by the C.IiO. 
United Auto Workers’ Union. The 
Chrysler shutdown, however, af¬ 
fected about 43,000 in Detroit and 
3,400 in Indiana. In addition the 
Lincoln division of the Ford Motor 
Co., which employs 5,000, curtailed 
operations.
